UN DERGRADUATES. "- 


In his Presidential . ‘addeess: to 
the members of the 
University Medical Socicty, atthe 


University last evening, Professor |: 


W. I. Gerrard delivered a strike. 
ing homily-on a rightful concep; 
tion of the responsibilities of those 
embarking on the profession. “If 
any of, you have embarked on a: 
medical career with a view to mak-| 
ing:a fortune,” he said, “dispel 
the delusion; take my advice and 
search elsewhere, To: those who 
are‘ diligent and thorough there is 
a modest livelihood.” 

In. the.course | of hia ‘address 
Professor Gerrard said, in part: 

I wonder how. many of you hav 
seriously asked yourselves why 
you decided to embark on a medi-: 
eal training. Have you convine- 
ed yourselves ., that:the medical 


profession offers you a satisfying |. 


‘Jand helpful future -carcer?: -Let 
me endeavour ' this evening to 
show wherein Iie some of the at- 
tractions of the medical profes~ 
sion. 

We all know the ‘old platitudes 
and exhortations in which | the 
student is reminded of ‘the most. 
noble of professions with unlimit- 

ud scope for the exercise of al-, 

truistic faculties. “The student is 
reminded and rightly, that money 
reward should not be his first end 
chief consideration. But I regret 


to say that at the present time |-
